‘Piret use of the new law” which 
gives the trustees of the high school 
districts the right to start proceed- 
ings to force grammar school dis- 
tricts which send pupils to high 
schools to join the high school dis- 
trict,: was started Monday before 
the board of supervisors. The true 
tees of the Chaffey Union High 
School District set forth that there 
are 17 pupils of the Cucamonga 
grammar school district attending 
the Chaffey high school, and the 
trustees demanded that. the Cuca- 
*monga district be joined to the 
Chaffey high school district. This 
would make Cucamonga district 
subject to the Chaffey high school 
district tax. Under the law the su- 
pervisors will set a hearing and 
summon Cucamonga people to hear 
the petition. The setting of the 
date for the hearing went over one 
week. 

‘Residents of the Arrowhead and 
Lucerne sthool district petitfoned 
that the schools ‘there be reopened. 
There are eight pupils in each dis- 
trict. During the past years the Ar- 
rewhead district children went to 
school in San Bernardino. Pending 
wg conference with Mrs. Grace Stan- 
Yey, superintendent of schools, ac- 
tion. was. deferred.

George Hudson and _ Nathaniel 
Dunston, of Garden Grove, arrested 
a week ago by Officer Sawyer on a 
Charge of felony sworn to by Dr. 
Strasser of Hemet were released at 
the hearing of the case Tuesday. 

Dr. Strasser, severak years ago, 
located a copper ore mine in Ice 
House canyon which joing: San An- 
tonio canyqn above Camp Baldy, 
and claims to have spent $10,000 in 
developing the mine. 

Messrs. Hudson and Dunston re- 
cently ordered the Santa Fe to de- 
liver afreight car to them here and 
they proceeded to fill the car with 
the mined ore which came from Ice 
House canyon. Dr. Strasser claimed 
that the ore belonged to him but at 
the hearing yesterday it developed 
that Dr. Strasser had not filed his 
proof of work on the mine since 
1917, and had done but very little, 
if any, work there. Since Hudson 
and ‘Dunston. also claimed that very 
little of the material shipped came 
from Dr. Strasser’s mines as they 
found nothing in the mine that look- 
ed to have any value, but that they 
had a deposit of their own near 
the Dr. Strasser mine. 

The car of ore was finally sent 
to Tacoma, but Hudson and Dun- 
ston have not yet heard as to 
whether it is of any value. 

Attorney Byrne of San Bernardino 
represented Hudson and Dunston, 
while. M. O. Hert of the district at- 
torney’s office prosecuted. Evi- 
dently the case should have been a 
civil rather than a criminal one.

BANKERS ANXIOUS TO SERVE 


When the banks of this country 
found themselves carrying first 4,- 
000,000, then 10,000,000, then 17,000,- 
000, and finally more than 20,000,000 
people on their books as _ Liberty 
Bond subscribers, they began to con- 
sider the extension of a bigger and 
broader service that would place fin- 
ancial institutions in closer relations 
with the public. Thousands of these 
subseribers had never patronized a 
bank before. A billion dollar in- 
crease in savings would have been 
a big item to the banks before the 
war. _ But bankers saw the ‘public 
put this much money into war Sav- 
ings Stamps almost as a matter of 
small change. . 

His, experience with the war loans 
has made the banker anxious to 
serve the public, and Herbert Saryer, 
writing in the Dearborn Independent, 
enumerates some of the things that 
different banks are doing. 

A Florida banker was asked to 
help finance a home for working 
girls.

Many angles and phases of coop- 
erative marketing along with some 
of the experiences of other sections 
in this line of activity were gone 
over for more than two hours after 
which it was determined to ask the 
Riverside Farm Bureau to name a 
committee to meet with the dele- 
gates from this county to organize 
a joint body to go into the question 
in detail with a view to initiating 
a general movement in the two 
counties. ;
